“ I am going to give you some 
information about our son as I feel 
the people are interested in know­ 
ing how he is,” Mrs. Gleyre wrote. 
“ For the past six weeks now he 
has been very bad 
Friday, Jan 
ll. he was admitted to the hospital 
for a blood transfusion and Satur 
day his fever rose to almost 105 
However, it did start dropping be 
fore midnight Saturday, and Mon­ 
day we were able to bring him 
home. 


“ But he w'as to he home only 
two days because Thursday (yes 
terday) 
he will again return to 
the 
hospital 
for 
another 
blood 
transfusion, and it is belived he 
will have at least one transfusion 


a week unless a miracle happens 
to pull him out of it again.

Our Biggest Explosion

It is not news any more that 
A m erica’s population is booming 
and is expected to go on soaring 
But it is significant that nothing 
is happening to upset the experts’ 
staggering forecasts. 


A couple of decades ago the ape 
cialists, scanning the nation from 
the vantage point of the depres- 
aion, looked at declining birth rates 
and predicted a leveling off toward 
a 
stable population 
in America 
They were sadly wrong. 


Spurred by World War II and 
Its bustling aftermath, birth rates 
shot up to amazing heights, and 
death rates dropped. 
The net ef 
feet 
was a sunburst 
of human 
growth that still is dazzling the 
nation’s planners. 
Right now the forecasters see 
bo need to scale down their pro­ 
phecy of 221 million people in this 
country by 1975 
More than that, 
they are saying that in 43 years— 
when 2000 A. D 
rolls around—we 
w ill hit the phenomenal total of 
IOO million. 
Today the nation’s population is 
growing faster than that of teem ­ 
ing India. 
It is incredible to think 
that in less than 20 years there 
will be another 50 million Ameri­ 
cans crowding this continent and 
that in 43 year* the increment will 
com e to 130 million. 
That is not too far from a dou 
Wing of the present 170 million. 
Politicians, 
businessmen, 
civic 
leaders and social planners who 
are not addressing them selves to 
the problem s 
this 
increase 
is 
bringing are likely to be judged 
as failing in their responsibilities, 
From now on, everyone alert to 
tom orrow ’s needs in this country 
has got to be looking through a 
w ide angle lens 
There is no place 
for small-scale plans, for timid, 
unimaginative assault upon prob­ 
lem s. 
A limited attack can m ean only- 
one thing: utter social chaos. 
We need far more than simply 
bigger schools, more and 
better 
roads, more hospitals and so on. 
We very likely need to think hard 
and long about the nature of the 
com m unities we are building 
As 
presently designed are they o rg an ­ 
ized for such crowded living? What 
can we do to m ake them serve 
human requirements m ore fully'’ 
And 
we need 
to give urgent 
thought to the problems that go 
with living 
as individuals 
and 
groups in so overwhelm ing a con 
text of people 
We 
still 
have 
much 
to 
learn 
about living elbow to elbow in the 
ra tio n 's public places 
It is an art we must surely mas 
te r if our cities are not to become 
jungles of snarling com petitors for 
space and for things

Jackson said he intends to in-

Navy cutback and w hether it re­ 
sults from a conflict within the 
Navy over the future of the atom ic 
subm arine. 
The investigation will 
be carried out by the m ilitary ap­ 
plications 
subcom m ittee 
of the 
Jo in t Congressional Atomic E n e r­ 
gy Committee. 
Jackson heads the 
subcom m ittee. 


The m ilitary budget presented to 
Congress this week provides au­ 
thority for four more atom ic sub­ 
m arines in contrast to six au th o r­ 
ized rn the current budget.

under construction or completed. 
Jackson, who in the past has

Clothing Items 


W ASHINGTON IP-M uch of the 
clothing we wear is named after 
famous persons or faraway places, 
the National Geographic Society 
reports. 
Although “ blue jean s” has be­ 
come a household word in Am eri­ 
ca, the term’s origin can be traced 
to Genoa, Italy, where many cen­ 
turies ago a special cloth called 
“ jene” or “ jean” was woven. The 
blue-dyed material became a fa­ 
vorite fabric for working clothes 
and found its way to other Euro­ 
pean countries 
In some areas, jeans are called 
“ levis” or “ dungarees.” 
“ Levis” 
honor Levi Strauss, a San Fran­ 
cisco overall-maker whose product 
was extremely popular in the West 
in the mid-19th century. 
“ Dunga­ 
rees” were so named by British 
.sailors after a Bombay, India, sub­ 
urb where a heavy-duty, blue-dyed 
sailcloth was manufactured. 
The word “ pants” — short for 
pantaloons—derived from the name 
of a famous stock character in 
early Venetian comedy—San Pan- 
taleone—whose 
costume 
included 
baggy trousers. 
Raglan and Cardigan 
Wellington and blucher boots are 
named, respectively, after Rritain’s 
Duke of Wellington, who defeated 
Napoleon, 
and 
Prussian 
general 
Von 
Blucher, 
who 
also fought 
against Napoleon. 
American cowboys in the South­ 
west wear boots called “ Justins,” 
after Texas boot maker Joe Ju s ­ 
tin, and “ Stetsons” after John B 
Stetson, whose hats have been pop­ 
ular for many years. 
The word “ hat” itself Hems from 
the old Norse word “ hattr,” mean­ 
ing heavy hood The “ derby” hat 
is named after the British Earl of 
Derby and the “ homburg” after 
the German 
town 
of the 
same 
name. 
A topcoat with sleeves extending 
to the neckline is named for the 
British general, Lord Raglan, and 
a knitted jacket that buttons up 
the front for its first wearer, the 
seventh Earl of Cardigan. 
In our own time, we have the 
Eisenhower 
military 
jacket, 
a 
waist length garment that became 
popular during World W ar II and 
has persisted in the military serv­ 
ices.
